ISLAM AND JAPAN, 
A newspaper written in the Malay language 


> for Malay Mohamedans, and published at 


Singapore, has recently addressed an appeal 
to the Government and people of Japan to 
adopt Mohamedanism as their national re- 
ligion. If this can be done, it promises Japan 
the hegemony of the Asiatic world, Britain, 
| says this journal, is not a Mohan.edan Empire, 
| and never will be one. It is an Empire for the 
advancement of the Anglo-Saxon race and 
Anglo-Saxon ideals, an empire of the white 
race. Japan, on the other hand (according to 
the Malay scribe), is the first successful cham 
pion of the Asiatic races that has arisen since 
the Tartar invasion of Russia, at any rate 
since, in the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, Holland, Russia, France, and Britain 
conquered and controlled all that in Asia was 
worth having, except Japan; for China, until 
the stand made by Japan against Russia, was 
practically under Burgpean control. 

But the Malay journal appraises very scorn- 
fully the Shintoism or Buddhism of Japan. To 
become a great and a really conquering leader 
of peoples this country must be inspired by a 
fervent and bellicose religion, and for this 
purpose it is invited to convert itself to the 
faith of Islam. As its reward, the fifty millions 
of Chinese Mohamedans will at once go over 
to Japan, dragging at their heela the rest of 
the Chinese Empire. The Mohamedan religion 
will progress northwards from Singapore 
through Siam and Cochin-China, till it meets 
the Mohamedans of Yunnan, This will cause 
a Mohamédan revival in India (where Britain 
may be allowed to continue to administer under 
the acvice of Japan), and Persia will straight- 
way look for protection and advice to Tokio, 
Later on Mohamedan Africa will join in the 
same grouping, If, then, the sq-cajled Christian 
nations of Europe and America leave this new 
Mohamedan world in peace, they will be 
allowed to maintain friendly and commercial 
relations with the yellow man and the negro ; 
otherwise there will be a fight to the finish. 

Much of this is sheer bombastic nonsense. 
It {s almost jmpossible to conceive of a people 
in the forefront of civilization like the Japan- 
ese adopting Islam. But the significant part 
of this and of similar utterances by non-Euro- 
pean races educated to self-consciousness by 
the painstaking efforts of Britain and France, 
jor by the missionartes of Engand, France, 
Germany, and America, is their impatience 
at European domination, and the eagerness 
with which they are longing for an Asiatic 
over-lord in that Far-Eastern race that has 
vanquished Russia. The outcome of the Russo- 
Japanese war has certainly been a check to the 
eastern progress of Russia ; but it may result 
equally (though the fact is not yet patent) as a 
check to European aggression in other parts of 
Asia, 


THE CLIMATE OF CYPRUS. 


The advantages of the climate of Cyprus 
are, in the opinion of Sir Charles King- 
Harman, the High Commissioner of the island, 
beginning to be more widely known and appre- 
ciated, and the beautiful mountains as a sum- 
mer resort are year by year attracting more 
visitors, specially from Egypt. A more delight- 
ful climate than is found during the summer 
months on Mount Troodos, some six thousand 
feet above sea level, can, it is said, hardly be 
conceived. The air isdry, pure, and bracing, 
and laden with the scent of the pine foresta, 
and the clouds and mists which so often 
detract from the enjoyment of hill station’ 
are rarely seen on Mount Troodos before the

the four months of the season is that of a 
fine English summer, and the brilliant sky and 
the bright sunshine are obscured but for an 
occasional hour’by welcome and refreshing 
rain, To those who are acquainted with the 
splendid climate on the Troodos heights it is, 
the High Commissioner remarks, a matter of 
astonishment that such a remarkable sana- 
torium is not made available for the British 
garrison in Egypt, sweltering and fagged in 
the withering heat of Cairo and Alexandria, 
When it is considered that the distance in 
point of time from Cairo to Mount Proodos is 
a matter of 30 hours, and that geod and 
regular communication exists between Port 
Said, Alexandria, and Cyprus, jt is difficult to 
underetand why no advantage is taken of the 
recuperative and vivifying climate, which 
would be of inestimable benefit to the ex- 
hausted troops in Egypt. In the plains of 
Cyprus the symmer heat jis intense end ex- 
haus'ing to those who are ynable from 
circumstances to repair to the hill stations, 
but the bracing cold of the winter months js 
sufficient to repair the waste and to tore 
the vital energy in those who have suffered 
from the trying sages The ognstitutions of 
those who live in he Cyprus plains are, thepe- 
fore, not affected in the same degree as those 
of dwellers ig the tropics, where what is 
euphemistically termed the cool season does 
littie or nothing to reinvigorate these whe are 
debilitated by the constant summer, The 
climate of Oyprys is declared ta be essentially 
dry—often, indeed, too dry for the agricyltyra] 
needs of the country, —and the rainfail in the 
plains between the months of October and 
April rarely exceeds 30 inches. In the hillg the 
rains are heavier and more frequent, but there 
is a general deficiency of water throughout the 
island. 


FRENCH COMPANY. LAW. 


The French Gqvernment, which has been 
contemplating a comprehensive revisign of the 
company law, finds that the introdyction of 
the Paris market of late of nymerous French 
and foreign shares of doybtfyl value has shown, 
says the “Financier and Bullionist,” the need 
to take measures against their issuers without 
waiting for the complete reform of general 
company law in the country. An instructive 
debate took place on the subject on Dec, 14th, 
and the Chamber of Deputies has voted various 
articles of a new law. All invitations to sub- 
scribe either shares or debentures must show 
the name of the company, ita nationality, its 
registered office address, its object, the number 
of years it has to run, the amount of its capital; 
the value of each share, the amount of non- 
subscribed capital, and the Igst balance-sheet, 
or a statement that it is not ready, Ef, it is for 
shares, djrectors’ or managers’ emoluments 
must be stated, and the method of convening 
meetings, etc., and where they take place. If 
for debentures, the quantity already issued 
must be stated, and the seoyrity spegified, the 
number and value of these ta he issued, eto, 

The above must be oprtified by the issuers, 
who must reside in France, and the advertise- 
inent must first appear in the ‘Journal Officiel,” 
and the advertisement, with the number o’ the 
‘Journal Officiel” in which it appeared, must 
uppear in all circulars, prospectuses, articles in 
newspapers, and subscription or purchase forms, 
All foreign companies issuing shares or Deben- 
tures in France publicly must publish besides, 
before any issue, the memorandum of associa- 
tion in full in the bulletin annexed tothe 
“Journal Officiel.” Infraction of this law in- 
volves penalties varying between 10,000f, and 
20,000f, and the insertion of such notices in 
the “Journal Officiel,” as prescribed, does not 
necessarily imply the registration of the sub- 
scription forms. The following colloquy took 
place during the debate. The Minister of 
Finance : “At this moment—I am weighing 
my words, and I desire them to be remember- 
ed—on the Bourse of Paris there are being 
sold securities which are scarcely worth the 
paper they are printed on.” The President of 
the Budget Committee : “They are worthless, 
It is dirty paper.”

EXCAVATIONS AT IBRAHIMIEH. 


The chief eunuch of H.H. the Khedive has 
been conducting some archeological excava- 
tions at Alexandria for the last few months 
near the hill behind the Ibrahimieh Casino. 
He bas lately discovered some magnificent 
vases of the Ptolemaic epoch of extraordinarily 
artistic value. One of the vases has a charming 
statuette on the lid of the Tanagra type. The 
vases have been taken to the Alexandria 
Moseam. ~ 

The site of this discovery is the same as 
where Dr. Ruffer, president of the Qaarantine 
Board, condacted soma excavations a few 
years ago, wher some beantital vases were 
discovered. 


THE NEW STATB BANK. 


We understand that nearly all the details 
and various pcints at issoe have now been 
agreed opon for converting the National Bank 
into a State Bank, and before long we may 
expect to see the whole affair a ‘fait accompli.” 

We believe the Government see no reason to 
modify or impose any material restrictions on 
the business as at present carried on by the 
Bank. 


BANK OF ABYSSINIA. 


According to the “Progrds,” Mr. MoGilli- 
vray, Governor of the Bank of Abyssinis, who 
is at present in Cairo, will not retarn to bis 
post. The board of administration of the bank, 
says our contemporary, will meet shortly in 
order to consider the appointment of a succes- 
sor, although every effort will be made to 
retain the services of Mr. MoGillivray. 
“L’ Egypte,” however, states that the latter has 
declined to reconsider his decision. 


THE NEW BOURSB REGULATIONS. 


The draft of tha Reglements de Bourse, on 
which the Sub-Commission has now ‘been 
occupied for some months, is taking definite 
share ; before, bowever, they are finally ap- 
proved, we believe the corporations of the 
Alexandria and Cairo Boarses will be invited 
to offer their criticisms, after which the sob- 
commiss'o3 will then send their report to the 
plenary commission. ‘Tha decisions then come 
to by this body will have to be finally ratified 
by the Powers. 

The new roles will no donbt contain pro- 
visions for regalating brokers’ commissions on 
some equitabie scale ; alec, for brokers who 
may be convicted of inciting minors and 
clerks to specalate on the B»arse disciplinary 
penalties will be provided. 

The new regulations, whilat containing safa- 
guards tor dealing in ‘‘fatares,”’ will not be so 
drawn as to forbid sach deslings, the idea 
being to provide better regulations than those 
now existing.

PROF. MASPERO’S REVIEWS. 


M. Maspero during 1906 continued hia 
most valuable reviews of Egyptological books 
op to a later date than usval, Among others 
may be noticed his praises of the ‘'Beachrei- 
bong der aizyptischen Sammlung des Nieder- 
landischen Reichmuseums der Altertiimer in 
Leyden” of Profs. Ho!werdsa and Boeser, and of 
the “Denkmiiler ii yptischer Skualptcr” of the 
Baron von Bissing. He is hardly so enthusiastio 
with regard to Dr.Sethe’s “Beitriize zor altesten 
Geschichte Aegyptens,” since he (so to speak) 
reserves jodgment on most of the hypotheses 
of the brilliant Gittingen professor, remarking 
that as the evidence ia not sufficient to allow 
of any logical conclosion being drawn from 
them, the bypothesis ‘tor’ is no stronger than 
the hypothesis “against.” As for English. 
speaking Egyptologists, he refers very favour- 
ably to Mr.Newberry’s book on “Scarabs,” only 
regretting tbat the anthor has not exhausted 
the collection of the Cairo Maeseum nor trans- 
lated all the legends. On Dr. Breasted’s 
“Ancient Records of Egypt,” he says,with great 
troth, that the acthor seems to have pledged 
himrelf to notice no docaments not already 
dealt with by Garman scholars, and that it he 
had paid more attention to the works of 
Egyptologists of other nationalities, he would 
have avoided some mistakes. Yet on the whole 
he approves of this very useful publication, and 
thinks the translations given soffixient. All the 
above notices are to be found in the "Revue 
Crit’que.”

DEPARTURE OF THE MAHMAL.

Saez, Tharsday.

At about 8.40 p.m, the 
Holy Carpet procession, escorted by H.E. tha 
Governor of Saez, Ibrahim Halim Bey, the 
chief of police, and other officials, as well by 
infantry, cavalry, artillery, detachments of 
coastguards, and the military band, paraded 
throagh the principal streets of Suez, which 
were crowded with spectators.

mle spectacle, and perfect order was 
kept by the police, thanks to the efforts of 
Commander N. De Tarris. After the procession 
was over, the Mahmal was conveyed to the 
docks by the eame special train, and later on 
embarked on board the Khedivial Mail liner 
Rahmanieh, which is sailing to-morrow morn- 
ing for Jeddah convoyed by the 8.8. Minieh. 
The total nomber of pilgrims accompanying 
the Mabmal is estimated at about 1,700.

VALUE OF EVYPTIAN COTTON 
VARIETIES. 

In an article which he contributes to the 
“Sphere” on “The Story of Cotton in Liver- 
pool,” Mr. William Tattersall, the well-known 
cotton expert, speaks in high terms of the 
great value to the industry of Egyptian de 
scriptions of cotton. ‘'The growing consumption 
of long-stapled cottons such as are prodaced 
in Egypt ie,” he says, “very conspicaoas at the 
present time. It is this olass of cotton which 
should be caltivated. The yield this season in 
Egypt is larger than last year, bat it will 
scarcely meet the wants of Lancashire and the 
world. The greatest blessing to the staple 
industry of Great Britain would be a doubling 
of the outpat of Egyptian cotton. It would be 
worth the while of Lord Cromer to concentrate 
bis attention on this importaat and pressing 
matter.”

MOTORING IN THE SUDAN.

PRACTICABILITY OF ROADS. 


The following interesting report on a motor 
trip from Khartoum North to Jebel Geili and 
back (180 miles), is by Bimbashi Potter, 
Assistant Director of Works :— : 

The original intention was to make a trip 
along the Kharoom-Kassala road as far as 
Atbara (223 miles). As the start had to be 
postponed, however, and a breakdown might 
have cansed me to miss the Bahr-el-Ghazal 
boat, I decided to try as far as Geili (90 miles) 
only, as this would give a good idea of how 
the car would ron on the cotton soil which 
extends from Geseima to the Atbera. 

A start was made from the Works Dept. 
enclosure, Khartoum North, at 7.15 a.m. on 
22nd November and Wad Sereira was reached 
at 5.30 p.m. Deducting the time taken in 
inspecting the wells the car had taken 8 hoars 
20 minutes to cover thie distance of 56 miles. 
This slow rate of progress was due mainly to 
bad petrol which was picked up at one of the 
wells. This petrol had been allowed to stand 
in the san for a fortnight contrary to orders 
and had in addition become mixed with water 
in some way. The resalt of this was that the 
sparking plags became choked with soot and 
it was necessary for @ part of the time to clean 
these every 200 yards or so, each stop taking 
15 minutes, all of which time is inoladed in 
the 8 hours 20 minutes. 

A start was made the following morning 
at 6.30 a.m. and Geili (34 miles) was reached 
at 9.45 8.m., a stay of 30 mina‘tes being 
made to inspect the new well at Wad Der galis. 
The retarn journey from Geili was commenced 
at 11.30 .m. and all went well until a point 
near Wadi Soba about 10 miles from Khartoom 
was reached when the petrol feed pipe broke. 
This having been mended it now being dark 
and 114 miles having been run in a little over 
8 honors it was decided to camp for the night. 
The following morniog a run of a little onder 
an hoar brought the oar into the inolosure at 
Khartoum North. The total ronning time 
taken to cover 180 miles was 17 hours 20 mi. 
nates, which incladed all stops due to heavy 
sand and necessary cleaning or cooling of ma- 
chinery, etu. The road was f®ond to be 
somewhat sandy in places, bat this will shortly 
beremedied by a party at present at work on it. 
In low-lying places where water had stood in 
the rains and animals bad passed over it, 
the ground was rough and full of holes. The 
long grass hid the latter and made carefal 
driving necessary. Where a good deal ot traffic 
had been over the soft cotton soil the car ran 
well, leaving hardly any impression, but the 
natives unfortanately confine themselves to a 
single very narrow track as far ag possible, 
but the nomber of these is increasing and 
with each one the work of the motor will be 
decreased. 

A word of praise is due to Mr. Waters tor 
the way in which the oar ran and the way in 
which he-stuck to his work as the strain of 
driving through sand and on a rongh road 
covered with grass is only realized by those 
who have attempted it. 

I have no doabt as to the practicability of this 
motor road to Kagsala in the near futare, bat 
traffic is required to harden and improve it as 
it is obviously impossible to metal a stretch of 
265 miles of road in an almost waterless 
country except at a cost that woald be 
absolutely prohibitive. With the finding of 
water willcome more traffic and an improved 
road. ("Sadan Times” )

There is no more pleasant spot near Cairi 
for a day’s outing than the Barrage, where the 
time may be passed away either in the beanti 
fal gardens alongside of it or in prospeoting 
that marvellous monument to engineering skil’. 

Time and weather allowing, the trip down 
the river has, of coarse, its attractions ; bua! 
when time is limited and weather none too 
certain it is far more convenient and less 
fatigning to undertake the short journey by 
train and epend all the hours available on the 
spot. Trains to the Barrage ran from the Cairo 
central station at various times throughoot 
the day, at 8.40 and 10.20 in the morning, 
and at 1.15, 3.40, and 5.40 in the afternoon, 
the return joarneys being at 9.35 and 12.5 
a.m., and at 2.50, 4.40, 6.20, and 9.30 p.m. 

The journey only takes some thirty minutes 
either way ; and it is qaite possible to see al! 
one wants in either the forenoon or afternoon 
and still get back to Cairo in excellent time

twin rivers and the isthmos which divides 
them ; and ontside the station gates is found 
the tiny track line along which passengers ara 
pushed on small trolley cars from end to end 
of the-stupendous wair. There is a frivolous 
Karl’s Court Exhibition flavour aboat this 
latter journey with its little trollies and bare- 
foot panting attendants, and its ups and 
downs over the lock gates, eto, and qaite an 
amount of amasement and excitement can be 
derived from it, as the same road is used by 
both wayfarers and beasts of burden, and the 
latter are sever quite so happy as when 
obstructing the track. The guide-books give 
us all the datails of the Barrage, the nomber 
and action of the slnises and water gates, 
the dates of its inception and completion, 
and the histories of its predecessors. Tho 
ordinary sight-seer is not enormously in- 
terested in these details, though he cannot 
fail to be impressed ty the magnitude of its 
conception. Neither can he see much of its 
working from the roadway o1 the super- 
structare with itscurious Norman oastellated 
gates, beyond the mysterious apparatus which 
is connected with the opening of the aluices. 
Bat if further ivformation in the matter of 
weirs and dams is required, there is an ex 
cellent museum within the gardens which 
contains many interesting models of the 
artificial waterway, dams, and reservoirs in 
various parts of Egypt where the visitor can 
at leisare digest their workings and form an 
opinion of their uae. This moseum is quite 
deverving o visit, the models are most 
slabcrate, and those which show the con- 
straction of the cement cores and wall toanda- 
tions of this great Nile Barrage are most 
entertaining and instructive. 

Outside the attraction of the Barrage itself, 
and yet indissolnbly connected with it, are the 
marvellously laid out gardens, which are well 
worth the visit in themselves. Here are broad 
atretches of emerald turf, magnificent clamps 
of shady trees, weeping willows, feathery bam- 
boos, hage acacias, and eucalyptas mingled 
with palms and aloes and many flowering 
shrubs and plants. Rustic seats are placed in 
cosy corners, and shady walks anfold themeel- 
ves leading from vista to vista of still more 
perfect lovelinesa. ‘I'he Menoufieh Canal dividea 
these gardens, which cover the isthmos, and 
on the farther side is the wide terrace w.th 
its flights of steps where the launches and 
passenger boats are moored. ‘I'he roadway: 
which rans throogh the gardens and connecta 
the two branche; of the Barrage is bordered 
by a handsome avenue of acacia trees from 
whence gates lead to the gardens lying on either 
side. If only the aathorities woald permit of 
a good rest and tea-house in the vicinity of the 
gardens and post office, one can see these 
gardens becoming one of the most populer 
resorts round Cairo, or if only the far-famed 
Wagons-Lit Company could see their way to 
opening vp a small bat well kept restaorant 
in the station, many thirsty visitors wonld be 
their debtors. At the present moment there 
ia nO accommodation worthy ot the name to be 
recommended to the European visitor. 

Should time and energy allow, a visit should 
be made to the little native village which 
stretches from the station alongside the river. 
Here on market days an amusing hour may be 
epent wandering past the booths and stalls 
which line the way with their maltitadinous 
wares: piles of vegetables, fraits, and curious 
edibles in close corjanction with stacks of 
pottery and metal atensile, while garments of 
the latest Mourky pattern with cheap wares 
from the German markets jostle alongside of 
plaintive live stock and native groceries.

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KG rPT EXPLOR ATION FUND. 


The anoual meeting of tha Egypt Explora- 
tion Fund was so far satisfactory, says the 
‘“Ather ce am” in its latest issue, that it show d 
that the Council have sacceeded for the time 
in overcothing the difficulties in the way of 
future exploration.
